Of all the known sources of fire, 
i per cent during the past ten 
>ars were caused by smokers 
rowing down lighted matches 
id smoking materials. 
One out of tun fires are traced 
i electricity. The blowing of a 
fuse is a danger signal that the 
line is overloaded or defective. 
Don't string wires under rugs, 
over hooks, or in any exposed 
place. Waal may make them dan- 
gerous. 

Fires are also caused by faulty 
chimneys, Hues, cooking or heat- 
ing Moves, furnaces, hot ashes or 
sparks on roofs. Lack of care is 
the main offender. Clean chim- 
neys every year and repair at 
once when cracks or loose mortar 
show up. Empty hot ashes into 

One in ten fires start with care- 
less use of keiosene, gasoline and 

give off gas when exposed to the 
air and are a dangerous sc 
of fire. You can never be safe 
using anything inflammable. Al- 
ways to keep these liquors in safe 
metal cans and away fron 

Don't leave small children at 
home alone and unattended.

It is not necessary to wait for 
freezing weather to butcher hogs, 
according to a University of 
Kentucky College of Agriculture 
circular called "Killing, Cutting 
and Curing Pork." A tempera- 
of 38 degrees is sufficiently 
cool, and butchering can be done 
when it is warmer, that is if there 
is some way to chill the carcass. 

The circular says to keep hogs 
off feed at least 24 hours before 
killing, but allow water. Avoid 
chasing or otherwise abusing the 
animal. 

First-class pork can be made 
only from well-finished hogs of 
proper size. Medium-size hogs 
weighing 175 to 225 pounds are 
considered best. 

Because of the high percentage 
of fat, cuts from larger hogs are 
poorer in quality. Another reason 
for killing lighter hogs is that 

are feed is required to produce

In fact, you 
would have to reduce your mocT 
em civilization to self-sufficiency 
of the individual. 

Only Two Ways 
A modern and complicated civ- 
ilization like our own could not 
do without trade, exchange, man- 
ufacturing, raw materials produc- 
tion. You just have to ask more 
than it cost you. That is what 
profit means. And without pro- 
fit motive, trade and commerce 
would die. 

There are only two ways that 
an economy may operate. In 
America individuals own farms, 
stores, factories, and run them 
for the chief purpose of making 
enough profit to live on. Ameri- 
cans also want to buy some of 
the products of other people who 
work. If demand and opportun- 
ity are there, these business 
may be expanded and enlarged. 
The other way is for government 
to own everything, operating all 
production merely for the pur- 
pose of feeding the people and 
supplying what it thinks are 
their needs. 

Compare The Twol 
The profit motive is the very 
foundation of our American way 
of life. We have always encour- 
iged private ownership of farms, 
tores, manufacturing plants. 
Phis is the constitutional way in 
>ur country. It has produced 
nore enthusiasm, finer coopera- 
ion, and a greater abundance 
if clothing, food, housing, and 
ransportation than the masses of 
he people have ever known in 
any other country. 

The other kind of economy, 
owned and operated by the gov- 
ernment, attempts to do away 
with the profit motive. Actually, 
it does away with incentives, 
individual initiatives, and effici- 
ency. This kind of economy 
settles down to a "what's- 
se" status, offering only tho 
t necessities to its people, 
a is a good example of this. 
Russia has attempted to substi- 
other enthusiasms for those 
of owning property and making 
profit, but she has found that 
whenever she wanted increased 
industrial output she had to imi- 
tate some of the incentives that 
•e so common in America. 

Advance Agents? 
The very concepts of freedom 
' the individual spring from tht 
Bible. Therein you will find the 
foundation for the freedoms and 
s that America has built 
upon. Wherever Christian con- 
cepts prevail, there you will 
find the truest freedom and pros- 

ly church leaders are willing 
attack the profit motive. To 
so indicates tremendous mis- 
understanding of the American 
way of life, of our constitutional 
government, and the freedoms of 
the individual.
